BANTA’S WILL. 


ARGUMENTS IN THE LONG- 
DRAWN CASE CONCLUDED, 


And the Issue Submitted to the 
Jury—One of the Most Notable 
Trials in the Jurisprudence of 
Los Angeles County. 


The last scene in the Banta will 
case took place yesterday before 
Judge Clark, in Department No. 2 of 
the Superior Court. This case has be- 
come one of thenotable ones in the 
history of the jurisprudence of the 
county. It has lasted a longer time 
and more witnesses have been e6x- 
amined in it than in any other case 
tried in the county, perhaps with the 
exception of the Perkins-Baldwin 
breach-of-promise case. About 100 
prominent citizens of Pasadena have 
contributed toswell a mass of testi- 
mony that will make a book of several 

thousand pages, and there are deposi- 

tions ad ibitum. The fight by oppos- 
ing counsel has been a stubborn one, 

and every inch of the ground has been 
_— over desperately. There has 
probably never been a case in the 
ave been so minute and searching. 
The case has been handled on both 
sides with much ability, and when the 
jury finally retired at 6 o’clock in the 
afternoon, opinion was about equally 
divided as to the result. 

Mr. Metcalf made an argument of an 
hour and ten minutes in the morning, 
revi the testimony briefly and 
putfing in a strong plea for Mrs. Banta 
and against admitting the will to pro- 
bate. He used vty | plain terms in 
speaking of William Pierce, theson-in- 
law, whom he scathingly denounced as 
aman who had deliberately schemed 
to separate Isaac Banta and his wife, 
and obtain control of the estate. That 
he had not only done that, but had ob- 
tained such influence over the old man 
by poisoning his mind against his wife 
and plying him with liquor and laud- 
anum that he fell an easy prey to his 
smooth scheme. He charged Pierce 
with being the cause of the trouble be- 
tween Isaac Banta and his wife, and 
that he fomented it for his own base 
and selfish purpeses. He did not con- 
sider that the deed of trust so procured, 
and the will so obtained, should stand 
in any court of justice, and particular- 
ly when bythe terms of the instru- 
ments Pierce is made the sole manager 
of the estate without bond or security 
of any kind that he will honestly per- 
form the trusts imposed on him. 

Hon. Stephen M. White began his 
argument atter 11 o’clock and finished 
in the afternoon at 8 o’clock. He 
made one of the most eloquent speeches 
of his life und electrified the Court, 
jury and spectators. Could the case 
have been submitted to the jury at the 
conclusion of his argtment there is 
scarcely a doubt as to what the result 
would have been. Some of his flights 
of eloquence, as he ‘warmed to the 
topic under discussion, were superb, 
and during the entire time that he 
spoke every person in the courtroom 
was under the magic of his voice.

He charged 
that Mrs. Banta was a cold and selfish 
woman, who for many years had 
shown a shocking lack of the maternal 
instinct in her treatment of Mrs. 
Pierce; that her only idea, as evidenced 
her actions for years; had been to 
obtain possession of the money ac- 
cumulated by her husband. : 

He claimed that the disposition of 
his property made by Isaac Banta was 
in strict accordance with his wishes 
when his mind was clear and he 
knew what he was doing; that he in- 
structed the attorneys who drew the 
papers that he wanted them drawn to 
stick. At that time he knew Mrs. 
Banta was preparivg the proceedings 
for a divorce, and he wanted to leave 
his property for his children and their 
children. He had provided for Mrs. 
Banta. In the deed of separation, by 
which the divorce proceedings were 
afterward dismissed, over her own 
signature and in her own language, 
she expressed herself as perfectly sat- 
isfied with the deed of trust which she 
now says was fraudulently procured. 

He claimed that not one single bit of 
evidence had been introduced that 
showed William Pierce to have at- 
tempted in any way to coerce the old 
man into making the deed of trust, but

Monica Cafion, the line to run on the 
sands as close up to the bluff as is pos- 
sible, and it is figured on as being a good 
venture, on account of the fact that 
there are thousands who would visit 
the cafion and inspect its beauties if 
there were any pleasant and cheap 
way of reacuing it.

FROM THE GOLD FIELDS. 


The Stonewall Mine — Operations 
and Output. 


JULIAN, July 4.—[Correspondence 
of Tur Times.] Stonewall is a mining 
camp only, with a postoffice and a de- 
gree of permanency about it, being 
near the great Cuyamaca reservoir and 
the center of a large mining and agri- 
cultural. interest belonging to Gov. 
Waterman, and operating under the 
superintendence of his son, Waldo §. 
Waterman. It bas an elevation of 
4700. feet, being 200 feet higher than 
Julian. At present it hasa greater 
appearance of business and activity 
than apy point I have visited, there 
being about 70 men employed, all of 
whom seem: to be contented, well fed 
and fairly paid, though no attention is 
paid to Sunday or the shades of night 
as far as the mining work is concerned. 
But everything seems to move like 
clockwork. The nearest to a reliable 
estimate of the grade of the ore 
obtainable would put it at about $20 
per ton, with an average crushing of 
about 25 tons per day, or a return of 
$500 per day. The expenses of the 
institution are near that amount, and 
itis safe to say that the net returns 
just at present are small. There 
seems to be a feeling of uneasiness on 
the part of the management from 
unseen causes, but probably attributa- 
ble to the uncertainty about the result 
of the late reported sale of the prop- 
erty. Excavations for the new 20- 
stamp mill which was to have been 
put in have ceased, and it is uncertain 
when the work will be renewed. 
Visitors are refused entrance to the 
mine. 

The reservoir is quite alarge one, 
being about twelve miles around, but 
quite shallow, and large herds of 
cattle and horses graze along its 
borders and wade in the water during 
the hot weather. A fence is being 

laced around it at high-water mark. 
he dam seems to be composed mostly 
of earth, riprapped with rockon the 
upper side, and visions of another 
Conemaugh float through the visitor’s 
mind as he crosses its narrow crest. 

The road from Julian to Stonewall 
is quite rough, but there is some fine 
scenery among the Cuyumacas and on 
the desert in the distance, making the 
trip well worth the taking. The water 
which at present supplies San Diego, 
is taken froma smaller or diverting 
reservoir lower down the cafion than 
the large one. E. LANG.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


Too Many Female Teachers. 
A SHARP CRITICISM OF THE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION. 

Los ANGELES, July 5.—[{To the 
Editor of THe Trmes.] Our Board of 
Education in its meeting on Monday 
last, decided to appoint as instructors 
in the public schools for the coming 
year 151 teachers, of whom only eight 
are of the male sex—and to reject the 
services of men highly qualified and 
experienced, who have successfully 
conducted public schools in the past, 
in this or other States—for lady 
teachers who do not pretend to greater 
proficiency or experience, and many of 
whom have only lately made this State 
their home. 

This action, I assert, is not only an 
unjust discrimination against male 
teachers, but extremely impolitic and 
injurious to the best educational in- 
terests of the city; unjust, in that a 
man who has given his life to the prep- 
aration of himself for the duties of a 
feacher, who is a rate-payer, and one 
to whom in many cases a wife and 
family look for support, is barred out 
of a position he is anxious and thor- 
oughly qualified to fill, to make way 
for a teacher having fewer responsi- 
bilities and no one depending on her 
for support; impolitic and injurious to 
our city’s interests in that teachers are 
appointed having but little authority 
or influence over the older pupils, who 
are usually weak in mathematics and 
penmanship(two of the chief branches), 
and who are not physically strong 
enough to stand the strain of two ses- 
sions @ day, consequently involving 
the city in an extra expenditure of 
from $15,000 to $20,000 a year to pay 
for a double set of principals. 

It is a well-known fact that the dis- 
cipline of our public schools in the 
higher grades is lax; this is not only in- 
jurious in itself, but prevents the best 
results being obtained in any branch of 
study. I know of many cases where 
under the present mistaken system 
adopted by our school directors, par- 
ents have been compelled to take their 
12 or 14-year-old children from the pub- 
lic schools on account of waut of disci- 
pline and consequent slow progress in 
education. We have also female prin- 
cipals of our schools, who, recognizing 
their weakness in mathematics. and 
penmanship, send their own chil- 
dren to male instructors for those 
branches! 

In face of these arguments, what 
reasons do the directors give for their 
recent action in appointing out of a 
total of 151 teachers engaged, 143 
female instructors? 

‘*Home talent” was their excuse, but 
an absurd one, for, as Mr. Cox ob- 
served, most of the female teachers 
come to us from other States. I know 
of no real cause for this remarkable 
course of action, unless it be a maud- 
lin sentiment in favor of the opposite 
sex. 

Ido not speak at all disparagingly 
of female teachers. I recognize their 
value and the good results they 
achieve, and would in all cases prefer 
to have teachers of this sex for the 
younget pupils; but when a man of 

rains, long experience and wide repu- 
tation is set aside for a female teacher, 
merely as atribute to her sex, or be- 
cause she isa so-called “home 
duct,’”’ it is carrying gallantry a 
ridiculous extreme.
